The storm, with its accompanying 
snow was prevalent quite generally 
throughout the district and was quite 
severe in some parts, and more parti¬ 
cularly in the western part It has 
been followed, however, with bright 
sunshining weather, and If all previ¬ 
ous conditions are not entirely over¬ 
thrown, we will now enjoy a couple or 
three months of very livable weather, 
with nothing much to worry about— 
as far as the outcome of crops are 
concerned. Things look much bright¬ 
er now than they did two months ago.

Season Opens 

On Chicken and Partridge 

The shooting or open season on 
chicken and Hungarian partridge 
opens In this aectioa on October 1st, 
(Wednesday) and a number of our 
local nimrods are taking a day off 
then to enjoy the sport. Good shoot¬ 
ing will be found to the west and par¬ 
ticularly in the “brush” country where 
chicken are -plentiful and where the 
Hungarians will be iound to be 
bountiful. These birds have multi¬ 
plied fast in the past two years and 
are the fastest game bird that flies 
these parts. They are fast and sporty 
and fly in good sized Hocks which 
may be followed and repeatedly shot 
at. It is real shooting to get them 
and one is lucky to bring home the 
limit, which, according to Sec. 5 of the 
Game Act provides for a bag limit of 
ten grouse per day, 100 for the sea¬ 
son. If they kill two partridge (ruf¬ 
fled grouse), they will be only allowed 
to kill eight prairie chickens the same 
day. 


Local Grain Receipts 

Elevators Receiving the Fall 
Harvest 


The different elevators in Vulcan 
are daily receiving consignments of 
the late wheat crop, which does not 
promise to be as large as that of a 
year ago. Up to time of writing, 
there has been delivered to them a- 
bout 60,000 bushels and more is being 
received every day.

Will Be known as the Prince of Wales 
Prise; Flight Must Be From Bri¬ 
tish Columbia to Japan 

Norman A. Yarrow, of Victoria, the 
head of Yarrow's Ltd., Esquimalt, 
with the assistance of friends has of¬ 
fered a prize of $60,000 for tire first 
non-stop airship flight across the Pa¬ 
cific ocean from Vancouver Inland to 
Japan. The conditions attached to the 
prize are as follows: 

1. —“The airship lighter than air,” 
shall be manufactured in Canada, in¬ 
cluding all parts and materials.

Board held a meeting at Calgary on

Altogether over 2,000,000 acres were 
insured but about 600,000 acres were 
with drawn from the operation of the 
Act.

GRAZING TRESPASSERS 


A by-law of the Municipal District of Marquis, No. 157, for restrain¬ 
ing animals at large. 

[1] . In this by-law unless the context otherwise requires the term 
animal means horses, mules, cattle or sheep. 

[2] . No horses, cattle, mules or sheep, the property of any person 
non-resident within the said Municipal District, shall at any time be at large 
in any part of the Municipal District. 

[3] . An animal at large shall be deemed to be any animal not tinder 
direct control of the owner or someone acting under his authority, or not 
confined within any building or lawful fence. 

[4] . Any animal at large contrary to the provisions of this by-law 
may be impounded in the manner herein provided for. 

[5] . Pounds shall be established as follows:— 


1 .POUNDKEEPER EDWARD SYNGE, SITUATED ON THE 

S.W. 31-17-21 4. 

2 .POUNDKEEPER J. W. ADAM, SITUATED S.E. 1-S 24-17-22 4 

3..Y7V..POUNDKEEPER ROY ALLEN, SITUATED ON THE N.E. 

1-4 13-19-22-4. 


[6] . The following shall be deemed a legal fence within the mean¬ 
ing of this by-law. 

CEDAR POSTS TWO RODS APART WITH DROPPER BE¬ 
TWEEN OR WILLOW POSTS ONE ROD APART. 

FENCE TO CONSIST OF THREE BARBED WIRES AND SHALL 
BE SPACED AS FOLLOWS:— 

FIRST WIRE—FROM THE BOTTOM SHALL NOT BE MOKE 
THAN EIGHTEEN (18) INCHES FROM THE GROUND. 
SECOND WIRE—FROM THE BOTTOM SHALL NOT BE MORE 
THAN THIRTY-TWO (32) INCHES FROM THE GROUND. 
THIRD WIRE--FROM THE BOTTOM SHALLNOT BE MOKE 
THAN FORTY SIX (46) INCHES FROM THE GROUND. 

[7] . The provisions of Section 208 to 215 inclusive of the Municipal 
Districts Act, shall be deemed to be incorporated in and form a part of this 
by-law. 

[8] . The provisins of the Herd Ordinance, and the Pound District 
Ordinance, shall cease to be operative .within the said Municipal District on 
the coming into force of this by-law. 


Any person who suffers or permits any animal, which he is entitled 
to possession of, to be at large within the said Municipal District, contrary 
to fhe provisions hereof, shall be guilty of breach of this by-law, and shall, 
under summary conviction under Part XV of the Criminal Code, forfeit and 
pay as a penalty an amount not exceeding one hundred dollars and costs, 
and in default of payment' forthwith after conviction, shall Le liable to pun¬ 
ishment by imprisonment with or without hard labor fora period not exceed¬ 
ing thirty days unless such fine and costs, including the costs of committal, 
are sooner paid. J
